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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 4, 6 and 9 of the Remarks, the 
Applicants argue that Stephan teaches away from an arc-shaped touch panel. The Applicants point to two points within Stephan's 
disclosure which disclose that "preferably" the scroll and pan regions are rectangular in shape. This is not seen as sufficiently teaching 
away from the combination. 

It should be first noted that Stephan goes on to describe a plus-shaped scroll and pan region (fig. 10). Additionally Stephan expressly 
states that "many arrangements of the scroll and pan control regions are possible, depending on the partiular application program and the 
desires of the user." It seems clear to the Examiner that Stephan is completely discrediting arc-shaped control regions. Furthermore it is 
well-established practice that "disclosed examples and preferred embodiements do not constitute a teaching away from a broader 
disclosure or nonpreferred embodiments" (MPEP 2123.11). 

Therefore as shown above the rejections detailed in the office action mailed 10/18/07 are seen as proper and are thus maintained. 
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
